THE ORIGIN OF GEOMETRY. 

Tlie Discovery of It* Principle* Ascribed 
to the Ancient Egyptians. 

The origin of thi* science is axcrilied to the 
Egyptians, w ho, having their landmark* an- 
nually washed away b> Inundation*, in effort* 
to derLie a plan for readily reatorlng them, 
discovered the principle* of geometry From 
them Thales, of Miletus, one of the “ seven 
wise men" of Ureecv , i* aaul to have learned 
• he elements of the science. He iutrislueisl it 
into Ureece aliout IklU H. C. Pythagoras, half 
a century later, having also leannsl the *ci- 
rnce of tlie Egyptians, rnriehed it by the 
proposition which still liear* his name, to wit, 
that the square dcacribcd on the hy|*>thrncti«e 
of a right ting 1**1 triangle >■ equal U> the sum 
of the squares on the other two sides. 

Plato, nisiut 3UH B. C., invented the study 
of eonlc ariioBs, ami tlwough three and the 
use of tlie analytic mctlusl of demonstration 
he made great advance* In U 10 science. Tim 
L'lcmeiit-* of gisnnelry were compiled hy 
Euclid, B. C. This author introduced 
n device of reasoning that has Iwii found 
very useful where neither direct proof (the 
eynthetic method) nr Hi* analytic moth,. I 
could lie readily u«.
